" Tiiat there is such a party ia well known. It is the Libnity Party of the 
XImtc<^ Siuites. Its pmciples, liiensnres, .an<l objeqt& we cprdially approve. It 
fouuils ^tself upon the great .eavdinaf ptiaeiple of trirc Democracy and of tnie 
Chriotinnity, ths hrotfee Acod of the Hunjan Family. It aybwa its purpose to 
vrage implucable war against slave-holding as the direst fonn of oppires.'iion, and 
, thcii against cvciry ct/ter species of tyranny and injustice. Its vsewa on tl^ sub- 
ject of slavery ie this country are, in the main, the same as) those which vie have 
set forth in iWs ^ddfiss. Its members agree to regard the extinction of slavei7 
OS the most important end which can, at this time, be proposed to poliical action ; 
anti they agree differ as to other questions ot" minor insportaiice, puch aa thoss 
of trade arid currency, believing that the.?e can be satisfactorily disposed of, when 
fhe qijestion of slairery shall be settled,. an^ that, until then, they cannot be^.satis- 
factofily disposed of at «ll. 

" The rise of suih a party as this was anticipated loifg before its actual orgam- 
zatiofij by the single-hearted and patriotic Charles FolU-n, a German by birth, but 
a tme American by adoption and in spirit. ' If thsre ever is to Be in this roun- 
try/ mid in 1836. " ii party that shall take its name and character, not. from 
psrticnlar liberal measures or popular men, but from its uncompromizing and con- 
^ siatent adherence to freedoin — a tnily liberal and thorough republican parly, it 
r must direct its Srst decided cSbrt against the grossest form, the most completa 
manifestation of oppression ; and, having taken anti-slavery ground, it most carry 
out the principle of Liberty in all its consequences. It must support every iaea- 
^ sure eoBducive to'the greatest possible individual and social, moral, iutelie^tnai, 
religious, and political freedom, whether that measiire be brought forward by in- 
consisteEt slav'sholdeis or consistent freemen. It -must embrace the whole sphere 
of human action"; watching and opposing the slightest ilUberal and onti-repwbjican 
tendency, and conceBtmting ita whole force and influence against slavery itself ; 
in comparison wthvchicli every other species of tyranny is tolerable, and by which 
every other is strengthened and justified.' " 

Tbe Liberty party, at the Presidential election in 1840, gave 6,983; vptes^ and 
in 1844, it gave 63,334 votes. At the Liberty paity Convsntion at Buffalo, Octo- 
ber, 1847, lie Hon. 3om P. Hale- and the Hon. Leicester ICing were nominated 
candidates for the ofScea 4if President and Vice President of the United States. 
The manly conduct of Mr. Hale, since that period, in the Senate of the United 
States, has cdmraand«?d the respect and admiration of every true liberty-loving 
citizen of the country. Still, a dispositioo has been e' inced by edme who were 
soUneolial ia his nomination, to forsitke him and vote for a mere 'VVilmot Proviso 
oaniiidatc. Hardly any measure is more: adapted to break up tbs Liberty pariy . 
It3%lrength consi^, under God, iu union, adherence to principle, in progress. .« It 
ia eiroaepos io estimate strength and influence by numerical calculation. All 
po]iti<&i ciianges are wtwught by a compact) organized, and discipUtisd mincwity." 
Wliile we should not be adverse to co-operating with men who have embntced 
me iKr?ncipte fovrrable to liberty, let ns never forget that althoojb; non-extension 
of slavery is includod in the terra abolitioa, it is far IrombehigaH that isembraced 
by iti cuad that trae-hcarted frissads of the slave are always for abolishing slavery 
i*|sKro it essaa, We vitf u3.Uy give up oar organization if we do not carry out oar 
distinctive principles at the i»allot-box.

h portioitof tiie Lib jity puriy ha- cec. ;d, and is called the Maccdou* yrLib" 
erty League. A Cosivsn'tion of delegntey met ;*.t "Buflalo, Jutio 19. 1548, isiiaed 
an Address to the Free Colored People of the North, an Addrcefi to th\s, entire 
People of the Countiy-, and adopted several resoltitione. The address to the 
people of color was elevated in sentiment, and calculated to encouragf; them to 
relj' upon iheinseivea and act as men — owners of the soil in the free coun>?7.. 
instead of mere menials and hirelings around the crowded resort of ouv cities. 
The uddtesa to the People at large took ground \h?xt Slavery., throiighonS the 
Union, in States, 83 well as Territories^ can be abolished by Congrc sr, and that 
that hpdy is derelict in duty so long as it. neglects to do tho -work. The address 
goea also for Free Soil — the inalienable homestead ; against the Liquor Jjiftnso 
System, Secret Societies, &c. &c. ; and /or Universal Sufirage, femnles includsd. 
It goes also for low postage, the election of postmEster.g, and all other oiijcialaj, 
and ag^aswiji govermuental interference, in support of sshools, malting roads, or 
aoing a'ly thing elafe that the people can do withont such aid. It also diswcoses 
the Tariff system at length, and recommends Free Trade, not only as an ecoac- 
mical idea, but as e high religious duty, which no man may Innocently neglect. 
Gerbit Smith and C. C. .FcoTEt were nominated candidates for the Presidency 
and Vice Presidency. Several of these topics are well worthy the consideratioa 
of ihe people, but as to their ali being politiccsl tests, that is quite another matter. 



This gentleman's residence is Dover, N. H. He is about forty-two years 
of age, a lawyer by profession, and has the reputation of being a thorough 
temperauce man, independent and honest in all his conduct. Yi bile % demo^- 
cratic member of the House of Representatives in the Congress of the 
United Stales, he seconded the motion of John GlomcT Adams for a repeal of 
the infamoiis " Gag Rule." He also voted against the annexation of Texas. 
For these noble acts he was denounced by the serviles of his party. They 
opposed his re-election. Mr. Hale made an appeal to the pecnile, abandoiiing 
his law business for a time, and visited eveiy coiaity in the State, to address 
the electors. He was elected a member of the State Legislature, and tlM^a 
Speaker or the House. Here he took such a decided stand in favor of libertyj 
as, in the opinion of his friends, to jeopard his political advancement. Bat 
it had a contrary effect, and he was soon elected Senator of the Uaited Stales. 
In October, 18-17, he was nominated by the Liberty Party Convention at 
Buffalo, candidate for the office of President of the United States. Previous 
to this he had declared that he agreed, so far as he knew, with all the distin- 
guishing principles of the party^ with one exceptioii; and sabsequently he 
has declared that on that point he is now satisfied Aat its views are corretit. 
He fully assented to the platform laid down by the Convention. 

Mr. Hale has distinguished himself in the Senate bj'' his urbanity, 
independence and straightforwardness, and has the respect ot political friends 
and foes in Congress and, throughout the country. His position has been a 
trying one. On one or raore occasions he has been insulted by one of the 
lowest members of the Senate, but he has maintained his self-possession, and 
repifcd so happily as to cover his assailant with ridicule. 

Mr. Hale made a speech against granting suoplies to: carry on !he war.. 
" For one, mv mind," said he, " is made up. I^ot.fhe first dollar shall the 
President la&e, by my vote, for either regular or volunteer forces, uiilil he 
comes forward, and informs rhe.eountiy-how much he does'want in order to 
secttre an honorable peac^, and the mode in which he proposes to efifect ?o 
desirable a result."

Of Mr. Hale's nappy talent at repartee, his " passage at arjas " with the 
Sffnurrable Mr. Foote, of Miss., respectinf the word "pander" is a good 
example. Ia fact,, whether in strong ai-gument or light debate, he has 
shown that he is quite at home in the Senate, that he is' watchful over the 
public interests, and the honor of the nation. When the congratulatory 
resolutions to the Prencli were under debate, he moved the following amend- 
ment: "And, manifesting the sincerity of their purpose by instituting 
measures for the immediate emancipation of the slaves of all thAoionies of 
the republic.'* — "The French people," he .said, "have not made a mere 
empty declaration of thdlr attachment to the cause of liberty. They have 
not declared thor people free, and yet retained their fellow-creatures in 
Ixmdage." , And during the debate he spoke in eloquent terms of the change 
of public sentiment in Francci of the noble deeds of the Provisional Govern- 
jnent, concluding as follows : " But in. the dawning of this revolution in 
France, I behold the sua ot hope again arise, his beams of golden light 
streaming along the eaf#i'n horizon. I am now inspired by the hope that 
evea if we fail here — that sven if liberty should be driven from this her 
cho?en asylum, the divine principle would still live, and would find a sanc- 
tuary among people of another land—that when our history should havebeeu 
writteiij and our tale told, with its sod moral of our faithieanness to liberty, 
boasting of oar loyeof freedom, while we listened aniaovcd to the clanking 
of chains and the waij, of the bondman— even, then, in a continent of thjp 
old world light would be seen arising out of darkness, life out of death, and 
hope of despair." 

K^centV Mr. Hale has moved to instruct the Committee on the District of 
d<Imnbia to bring ja abill for the abolition of slavery. And his whole coarse 
in the Senate has been highly satisfactory to the Liberty party. A few'anti- 
slavery men, not o£ that party, have found fault with some reports of his re- 
marks xa the Senate, but it is for waot of entire sympathy with him la 
ids position, or because he has na been folly understood. His 'conduct has 
bfea creditable to him, and honorable to ihc. party which hcTepresents. 



One of the first acta of the Provisional Goverament of France was a Decras 
that *' no Frencli land should any longer bear slaves and aa order i» the Min- 
ister of Marine and the Colohies, " to prepare as quickly as ppsable, an act of m- 
medtate emancipation in all the Colonies of the RspulUe," On the p.t>mu!gaUoa 
of the Decree, th6 people of color in Paris sent a deputation to^e Frovvaoaal 
Government, to expreaa theii; gratitude. M. Crfimieni replied to their fiddreas in 
the following terms : , 

.; «Dcaj' faliow-oitlEens, friends, brothers : I, am happy to hciii yutt in tho name of tbo 
Proria|pnal Oovoroiceut of the JRcpublic, ever^ part of .whioVli!^ entertained tbtt gpr«at 
thought of cmRncipaliag sanli of your follow-coantrynicn fto stili remain in slavery. 
Slavery, alavery,'5n the mld$t of Hbcrty ! Why-, tU'Jg' is the most'odious, the n»ost afflict" 
icg inconsistency. Distiiiotions between men]. Thig is a violation of the laWofboth 
God and snan. We have onlv pRrolaimed. the principles which dwell in the hearts of aU 
ataakind. You, Uie National Convention — that grand, that imosortal .assembly, had re~ 
stored you all to freedom, but the error of <t;grcat man again placed yba under the yoka 
which you had belieied we* broken for ever. Yon, who. TiaVing been Alaves,bad become 
freemen, rendered to'the liberty- Which had been restored such great and important ser- 
vices— vou, yonwelveii, wera cast back, into servitude ! The newKepublic will accom- 
plish -.vhat the Republic of .i7£>3 proclaimed.

And M. Lamartm^'v Vth*! head of tJ^'iProviadsal Government, in reply to a 
dtpiitntion ffbm thc Lbn'd6& Peadt Sotuef^, wh'o expressed a wish for the complete 
abt lition of slavery; snid; - ' . : 

^ We should have believed that wo had gain'pd a selfish, liberty, c. guHty Uberty, if w« 
liad maintained thebcnelUs of it for ourselvo'^ alone.

The INatiohaf Assembly confirmed tlie act of thft-BroviBional Governraent. ,By 
its decree there were aet free in Martinique ■■74,000 ; .in Guadeloupe, 94,000 ;

«a board, and oh I oh ! oh t what a sight It is far beyonid any account I had 
ever seen. The slaver is a ^mall, shmlow vessel, juad bad on board 500 per- 
sons! She was taken in Lat, 5** 40" South, and Long- 3** 5' East, and has 
. bf en 18 days getting here. Ten died on the passage. The deck was literally 
.covered with men, women and children in a state of nudity;. Some were 
bruised, some scarred, many looked sorrowful, a few were smiling. Below, 
■itt the hold, or 'middle passage,' were 900 to 300 crowded together. The 
Height between floors fa not more than two or two aiul-a haif feet, . . grown 
naaa cannot sit up straight, and in this horrid place they are stowed as thick 
•as they can be-^-«ach tier i^tiing flat on the floor, and crowded close between 
; each osier's lego. There they are compelled to sit, week after wesk, in all 
ih& stench, filth, sickn^ and death! - Oh! my soul is sicki Jf anjr one 
'doubts the depravity of human nature, let them see these slaversc How infiti- 
itely biasphemous to talk of CMsUant engaging in such an infernal business ! 

" Cntil lately, the liberated Africans here have served an apprenticeship 
0£ five to seven years to various persons, but the present aclijmgovemor, 
Mr. Pine, had put an e»d to the system jost before we arrived^ Hehc^orth 
each one will be fi«e to go ;arhere he chooses. They are first taken to ihe 
'liberated African V«rd Adhere they are taJIccn care of, and fed and clotted, 
foe a time, imtU places can be obtained for them to work ; but they aise ai iib- 
eWrtp leave these places whenever they please." 

, While Ae profits of this trade are so enormous— 300 to 400 per c*nt,-i-it is 
-EOt believed that all f^ie navies in the world can ptit a stop to it. The most 
eflecttial way, of course, to abolish it, is to abolish the slave-market. It was 
once thought that the way to annihilate slavery was to put down the slaved 
trade, but it is now concMed that the true way is to put down slavery. And 
this trade can be lesaeneoby promoting lawful commerce in the interior of 
AMea, and especially by Christian missions wholly disconnected from schemes 
of colosdzation a^ trade.

Near the close of acting-President Tyler's term, a resolution passed the 
House of Representatives, annexing Texas to the United States. When it 
■was sent to-tae iSenate, several democratic senatore, who had voted ag&inst 
the treaty with Texas, detemuned to vote against the resolution of the House, 
■which was tautianiount to the rejected treaty. Mr. Polk, having arrived at 
Washington, "was very .anxious that the resolution should not be jeturaed to 
the Hotise, fearing that as the session was dra'wing to a close, it would pre- 
vent any definite action on the part of Congress on the subject. He therracre 
authorized Mr. Senator Hay ward, of North .Carolina, to assure these sena- 
tors that if the Senate would pass the House resolution with an amendment, 
allowing the President to elect 3ither the House resolution or the amendment, 
he wolild pledge himself to adopt the amendment, to be seiit to Texas. Con- 
fiding in this declaxatioh, they agreed to the House resolution, with an amend- 
ment. No sooner had the resolution and amendment passed both bouses, 
thkri Mr. Tyler, the verj^ l&st day of his term, dispatched a cca'-ier to Texas, 
with the original resolution of the House. Withm a week after, President

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Sievoral gentlemen in this city, convince<i that a cheap system of postage 
1*5! olie of ti\e greatest temporal "blessings whieli can be conferred on any peo- 
ple, united se/eral years since to call pubHc meetings, to deliver lectuveyand 
speeches, menioxiaiize Congress, urging npon ihenv the necessity of reducing 
iho old rates of Tsostage, and establishing such a tariff as would afford the 
people the means of carrying on their correspondence upon the clieapest pos- 
sible terms. Great opposstion M'as manifested to any change by many mem- 
bers of Congress, but more especially by those connected with the General 
Post Office at Washington, and a large portion of the deput}' postn.asters. 
Ailer a lapse of several yeai-s, and through many discourageiaents, Congress 
was compelled reluctantly to adopt the present rates of postage, which went 
into operation July 1, 1845. Many weU-meaning citizens believed and pre- 
dicted that tbi?: reduction would prove disastrous to the revenues of ths P. O. 
■Department, a^d a large number of the members of Congress voted agaiast 
the passage of ihe law. 

But what has been ihe resxxlt 1 Let the facts speak for themselves. In:;tead 
of diminishing, it has increased both the number of letters and the revenue 
of Department ; and instead of iu being thrown on the national treasury 
for support, it now yields sufficient revenue to meet its ordinary expenssK, 
The last year of the operation of the old and dear system, there passed through 
the Post Office about 25 millions of letters ; but in the second year of the 
present law, the niunber of letters amounted to 57 millions, showing an in- 
crease in about two years of upwards of ICO per cent. So encouraging have 
been the results, that even the Postmaster General Mmself, who was orig- 
inally opposed to the present reduction, and voted against it while a member 
of Congress, has recommended a further reduction to a unifonm rate of 
five cents. This is the present state of the question of jwstage. 

Instead^ hQwever, of oeing satisfied with this proposition, the demands of 
the people, and the prosperity and continued usefulness of the P. O. Depart- 
ment require a more thorough reduction ; and if the uniform rate of two cents 
j>re-paid on a letter weighing half an ounce v/ere adopted, it would ultimately 
augment the number of ietters passing through the mails to an extent which 
few persons can estimate. If in Great Britain Jhe number increased from 
70 millions to 320 millicns in four years, is it too much to suppose that in the 
same period in the United States the number will amount to two hundred 
imUims 7 Should this be realized, and without any loss for dead letters, it 
would yield on letter postage alone four millions of dollars, a sum far exceed- 
ing what has ever been rekiiized tender the dear system, and amply sufficieai. 
to meet the expenses of the Department. Prcjn the enterprising character of 
our people, and the- more general dih''ision of education among all classes of 
our citizens, it is fair to conclude that ou? estimate of the number of letters, 
and the amount of the revenue, vs\\\ fall below what will be actually realized. 

Who can estimate the social, literary, rooral, political and commercial ad- 
vantages resulting from the adoption of che?p postage 1 It would elevate, 
enlarge and unite our whole people, now scattered over a widely-extended 
territory. It would place it in the power of the poorest of our fellow-citizens 
to hold ir^ercourse with their absent friends, separated from them perhaps 
tIiou.sand3 of miles ; it would bring the different portions of the Union i.; 
closer connexion by destroying iocai and sectional prejudices ; it would tend 
SO elevate the moral, reiigioua and literary character of the people, and more 
strongly impress on them the importance of the great blessings, political and 
religioua, with which we are favored. 

la view of these fasts, we cannot help pressing upon you the neces.;U/ 
aiding us in this great enterprize, which will cost you very little labor ard 
expense, and which is simply this: to prepare a petitioii 'o Congress, sign it 
joorsclf, then call upon yonr Mends and acquaintances, both male and P.

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(U;ucly present it to Congresa. Theae petitions should be sent to Washington 
as early as the first Monday in Deeembe).' next.

9, That a uniform rate of tv/o cents on letters weighing half an ounce, and 
the same rate on every additional half ounce, with a corresponding reduction 
on ae-wspapers and printed mailaMe matter^ not to exceed one cent per sheet 
for any distance in the United States, if pre-paid, will be ultimately sufficient 
CO meet the ordinary expenses of the Post Office Department, and extend its 
usefulness. 

3. That the franking privilege be entirely abolished ; that the postage of 
Members of Congress be paid as their ordinaiy expenses ; and that the com- 
pensation of postmasters should be graduated and compensated according to 
the labor perlbrraed, without regard to the privilege of franking. 

Wherefore, we entreat your honorable bodies to take early, decided and 
efficient measures for the relief of the people from the present unreasonable 
and burdensome tax on their correspondence, Avhich abridges social arid comr 
mercial intercourse, and injuriously affects the usefulness and prosperity of 
■the Post Office Department.

They are obliged toflorSc 
very hard, and sometimes their masters use them cruelly, beat them, and starvip them, aad 
kill there ; for they have nobody to help then!. Sometimes they are chained together aad 
driven about like beasts."

VBXK FRODVCB ABSOCIATIOIVS. 

The object of these associaiioits is to promote the growth of free labor 
articles, and encourage their use in preference to articles p''oduced by slave 
labor. They originated with members of the Society of Friends. The 
American Pree Produce Association has been in existence t^pwards of ten 
years. The Philadelphia Pree Produce Asseaatim of Friends is of about 
three years standing. An Association has been yecently formed in the city 
of New- York. These associations, each with a small ca.piial, have been 
able to matiufacture a large q^nantity of free cotton goods, some descriptiv/ns 
of which they can now sell ot equal quality, and at the same price, as other 
manufacturers. Stores have been opeued in Philadelphia and Kew-York, in 
iriiich tHA kinds of articles grown in the slave states may be purchased, tbc 
modoet of fVee labor ; and the consumption of these articles is rapidly 
increasing.* The cotton made use of is not imported, but is an article Of 
home production. In Mississippi, Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia, there 
are many small cultivators who employ no slave-labor on their farms. The 
knowledge that peocle of the north were beginning to purchase exclusively of 
thotte who kept no slaves, because they were no longer easy to elothe them-' 
■elves with tne productions of forced and unrequited labor, was calculated 
to awaken attention at the South, and give a blow to the system of slaver}'.

Aostis lifinns that the ntmiber of ships and vessels belonging to the United 
Kingdom, which have been wieekea and lost daring six years, amounts to 
S^8W<~!»orth, with their cargoes, i!l4,fi35,000. Of 130 of these, the entirl 
erev* were drowned ( and in adaitioa to these, 3,414 lives were sacrificed. 
AsMfff the principal cause* of these losses, the Committee '«tate " dnaskco* 
», and the use of spirits." 



Th« name Amerietn wm fnat t>rconilng n nnnie for ^ninknrd ; ISO miUiont 
((f dollar* wen) hero expended annnnlly, by nbotit IS niillioiis of people, «Qd 
30/H)0 human beings fell into Jnmknrd*' grnyea. But a «tar of hop« arooe 
upoA iLmerica, in the principle of total abMincneer-^nnda oflT from tha 
caoae of erll. Thooaanda on thou8and« pledged theitwelTev to abstain, and 
the country was eaved ; the tmffic, the accuraed, cruel traffic lost ita chief 
support, and millions have been delivered from tho most debasing bondage. 
In 16-20 there ' were 40,000 dij<tilleri(>8 in the t/oitcd Buitea, producing 75, 
000,000 gallons of distilled spirits. In ISHt these were reduced to 10,306, 
puduuing onfy 41,402,627 gnllona; and while ncariy (tli the fonfter Wat 
consumed iti the country, much, very much of the latter is exported to heathen 
nations. 

' DijftNtmoN or Ckims.'— From returns from twenty conntiea and t«elv« 
Btat« prisons, from the eommehcement of the t*mperanc'2 reformation to tha 
cidse of the yaar 1844, a constant diminution of crime appeared to hava 
taknn place, with a great incre^isc of population ; while prior to the first* 
mentioned period there was a constant and regular increase of crime. This 
diminutiotl was uniformly attributed by men in official stations to the tcmperanoe 
reformation. 

HtsTOKY 0? LiQuoa DEAtERs. — Fr6m careful inveeti^tions recently made 
by Samuel Chipman, Esq., in three countiea cf the Siate of New- York, it 
appears that of 716 liquor dealers, whose lives and fortunes were before him, 
342 became intemperate: of whom 3 committed suicide, 3 Vfere killed bv 
drunkards, 3 became totally blind. 10 died of delirium tVemena, 33 (others) 
died draokards, 37 had drunken sons. 19 ran away, 13 had drunken wives. — 
Of the 716 cases, 592 either lost or did not gain, and th« num!jer who became 
entirely bankrupt was more than one-third larger than the number of those who 
gained anything. 

No LtcEKSG Ststbm.— In 1832 licenses were withheld in three contiguous 
counties of Maseachusetts— Plymouth, Bristol, and Barnstable, embracing a 
popQlation of 120,000. Three years afterwards, when the courts met, after 
an average vacation of five months, there were but -three indictments iit the 
whole of them, and each of them was for petit larceny, of less than $1U- io 
amount ! Th<i people of that district have not restored the license system, nor is 
it likely they ever wiB rcstor* it. 

Which is the Fool? — Soon after the publication of Mr. Kittredge'a first 
address on temperance, a gentleman residing in the western part of New- York 
procured a copy, and sat down in his family to read it Me read it to himself, 
without saying a word lUl he had finished it, when he exclaimed, " This man 
ia a fool, or I am." 

He then commenced reading it agaui, and read it through in the same 
manner ; and when he got tjirough, he exclaimed again, " This man is a fool, or 
I am." 

He then read it through the third time in the same way ; and when ha bad 
finiriied the bnt senteaee, exclaimed, " I am the fool," and never drank a drop of 
ardeni qtirits afterwards.

At the 
Notth, uuwonted intereat has been manifested on the subject. The Au£ftio/tir 
Bnu Society has be^n urged to take up the matter. In their monthly " Rk- 
opao," under the hend of " Slaves," they acknowledge receipts for this purpose : 
but lo a circular issued some months since, they say, " local distributions snould 
be mftdc under the direction of the auxiliaries — on these or^nizations nt the South, 
devoWee the duty, beyond doubt, of supplying the slave population of that region 
— so fax as this work is to be done," and they request that ronlribiitoni to the 
inopme of the Society would not rtttriet their oo. tributions to this object, as the 
foods most remain in part unexpended. It has also beeo stated to uppliMnts, at 
Aa BMe House, that they have no rvKv for slaves, that they do not intend to 
hare, and nuhr;r than have, they would prefer to return to the donors money scot 
far that coject. At the same time, it is but just .to say that the Managers of the 
American Bible Society leeohre that they will promptly avail themselves of vvery 
opportunity to further the diatribuiion of the Bible among the slave population at 
the Sooth, and that copies will be supplied to any responsible per^^on for that 
object. The . Secretary acknowledges that the applicationn of the Ax pi-Slaveky 
Socnrrv have done good, and the Managers avow, in the circular, ilint " so ftir as 
there are colored freemen, or slaves within the limits of an auxiliary, who can be 
reached, who ate capable of reading the blessed word of God and are without it, 
they should unquestionably be furnished with it ns well as any other class of our 
ntincd race." It b hoped that those members of the Bible Society who are friendly 
to the circulation of I^ible among the slaves will urge \ipoTi the Managers the 
duty of having a copy of the Holy Scriptures put into the hands of every slave 
who can read, either by the auxiliaries or some other agency 

The Executive Committee of the Amehicak Miss»>nakt Associatiom havs 
dli*>aed their Treasurer to open an account with the Slaves' Biblf, Fund, and 
receive moneys for eopplying the slaves with Bibles. They will also nacertain in 
what part of the South the slave population can be reached by disiiibutors, and 
take taeasures to supply the slaves with Bibles to the extent of the means fiir- 
tii^cd for this purpoee. A minister of the goppel in Kentucky say?, that a col- 
porteur, charged with the distribuvion of Bibles and Testaments among slaves, 
could be well employed in his State.

The popular vote in the Slave States was 682,583, or one elector to 5,935 
ro'tea.* 

Even this disproportion, enormoos as it is, is greatly aggravated in regard t» 
particular States.

■ During 30 years, and rix Presidential elections, ths ^onth cast 608 electoral 
votes, and only 41 of them for Northern candidatra.t 

The rule of federal numbers, confined by the Constitution to the apportionment 
of representatives, has been extended, by the influence of the slave-holders, to 
other and very different 8ubject3. Thus, the distribution among the States of the 
surplus revenue, and of the proceeds of the public lands, was made according to 
this same iniquitous rule. 

Of the 15 Presidential terms, 12 have been filled by slaveholders. No Nor- 
thern man hiw been allowed to serve more than on»* teim. 

From the adoption of the Constitution to June, lbi2, there were 76 electioiDfl 
ot President of the Senate, pro. tern. Of these the Slave States hud 60, and th« 
Free States 16. 

Previous to 1842, no Northern man had held the ofEoe for 30 year*. 

WhUe the Senate was equally divided, the slaveholders almost always contrived 
to secuiys a presiding officer. 

Of t^e 15 who had filled the office of Secretary of State, up to 1845, the Slav* 
States had 10. 

The, free States have uauKlly famished the men for the army eiid navy, and 
the^lave States the principal part of the officers.

Ck>v. Cantpitell reported to the Virginia Legislature, that from the rtftarac of 98 
Aleilu, it appeared that of 4,014 applications for marriaee lieeiue in 1837, no Zcm 
than 1047 were made 6y men unable to write.* 

" The deplorable ignorance and want of industry, at the South, together with 
the disrepute in which honest industry is held, cannot but exercise, in connection 
with other eatisea, a most unhappy influence on the morals of the inhabiunta."

TaoxAS JxrFKXsolt said, in his notes on Virginia, with reference to the influence 
tf slavery, " Tlie parent storms, the child looks on, catches the lineaments uf 
wrath, puts on the same airs in the circle of smaller slaves, gives a looae to hia 
worst passions, and thus nursed, educated, and daily exrrcised in tyranny, cannot 
but be stamped by it with «>dious peculiarities. The men must be a prodigy who 
can retain his manners and morals undcpraved by rach cireomstancea." 

Says an English author, " Whatever may have been the unutterable wickedness 
of slavery in the Went Indies, tAer« it never was baptized in the Redeemer's hal- 
lowed name, and its corruptions were not concealed iu the garb of ,'eUgioa. That 
UttaA of pitaticai turpitude was reserved ibr the professed disciples of Jesus in 
America." 

JoHM QtnNcT Adams said, " The spirit of slavery has acqnired not only an 
overruling ascendency, hut it has become at once intolerant, proscriptive, and 
aophistkal. It has crept into the philosophical obairs of the schools. Its cloven 
hoof has ascended the pulpiu of the churches— Professors of colleges teach it as a 
lesson of morals — Ministers of the Gospel seek and profess to find saOftionB for it 
io the Word of God." > 

Wjlbxrforce said of slavery, that it is " A system of the grossi^t injustice, of 
the most beathenit-h irreligion and immorality ; cf the most unpreveden* i degi«- 
Aaiioo aad imrelenting cruelty." 

Adistinguiriied slaveholder of Louisiana said, " My oldest son is mined, and it 
is imposst^e to bring vof » fiunily in a skveholding community withont having 
one^s ohUdien rmaed." 

The licentiousness of young men in slaveholding communitiea is cimost univer- 
nl ; .th« »tat« of religion and morals is deplorable ; the disregard of human life 
in notorious. 

Out of the slave T«g>an, patriots and phiianthropisU, and Chriatiaaa of every 
name and sect, abhor and execrate the system.

Page, m the Mexican war, 
when so mutilated by grape-shot that he could no longer speak, vented his 
war-spirit by writing— We gave thi Mexieaiu Ml I Lord Nelson char^ his 
men, as his chief rule, — You, must hate a Prettchman a$ you do tJu ikvti. 

Caused op War. — " Thew;," says Dr. Knox, " are, for the most part, wch 
aa would disgrace any animni pretending to rationality." Modeoa and Bo- 
logna once (1005) went to war Tor a long series of years about an old bucket 
not worth half a dollar I The Peace Society, on inquiring into the actnal 
causes of war, found 386 wars of magnitude among civilized nations to have 
had the following origin : 22 for plunder or tribute ; 44 for the extension of 
territory ; 24 for rctaUalion or revenge ; 6 about dlspated boundaries ; 8 re- 
specting points of honor or prerogative ; 5 for the protfetion or extension of

from these proceed debts and taxes; and debts and taxes. are the well-known 
. instriinaents for bringing the nsaqy under the dominion of t lie few. No 
•TUitian c&itldipreserve Us/reedoin. in the midst of cnnfmued warfare." 

Wah Debts. — These show how expensive war has bfcen. That of Eng- 
land reached in 1815 S4,335,000,OC0, and it now requires, for its interest arid 
management, about 5514O,(>00,O00 a year. The war debts of all Europe 
amounted in 1840 to nearly 1^10,000,000,000, four timea as nnich as all the 
coin in the world. Its bare interest at six per cent, nearly S2,000,000 a day. 

Cost op our Revolgtionary War. — ii cost England more than 
$700,000,000; while we borrowed of France S7,9G2,959, paid from our own 
resources S135,193,703, and issued of paper moBcy §^59,547,027; in all, 
$503,703,689, besides an indefinite amount of contributions from individuals 
and states— OT/wc th^n twelve hundred miUions an both sides ! 

What the United States Spend fov. War in Peace. — From 1791 to 
1832, forty-one yeare of peace, with the exception of two years and a half of 
war with England, we spent S843,000,(K)0, eight-ninths of which were for 
war purposes ; and from 1816 to 1834, eighteen years of peace, we paid out 
$464,000,000, of which $J400,OQO,000, more than six-sevenths of the whole, 
went for war ! 

Increase op our Wak Expenses.— Under Washington'."* administration, 
we spent in eight years less than 1^11,000,000 for the army and navy, or 
Sl,365,000 a year ; and in the eight years preceding 1844, nearly $164,000,000, 
or $20,417,000 a year, for the same departments ! an isscrease of 1500 per 
cent, ia war expenses, against an increase of some 400 per cent, in population '. 

Expense op orm Militia. — Judge Jay, some years ago, reckoned " the 
yearly aggregate expenses of our mrilitia not much, if any, short of 
S30;(XM);(^B0 and he proved that SO per cent of aU our tiMional expenses 
have been for war alone ! 

Hiivoc OP Life.— -At Durham, 15,000 ; at Agincourt, 20,000 ; at Bautzen 
and Lepanto, 25,000 each ; at Austerlitz, Jena and Lutzen, 30,000 each ; at 
Eylau, 60,000 -, at Waterloo and Cluatre Bras, one engagement, in fact, 
70,0(X); at BorodifiO, 80,000 ; atFontenoy. 100,000; at Yarmouth, 150,000 j 
at Chalons, 300,C{K), of Attila'.s armj alone. Julius Cesar, in one engage- 
ment, slew 363,0(W ; in another, 400,000 ; in a third, 430,000. Junghis-Ehan, 
in one district, butchered lj6CK),0lK), and, in his long reign of more than forty 
years, sacrificed some ^,000,OW lives ! Grecian wars are supposed to have 
destroyed 15,009,000 ; Jewish wars 25,009,000 ; the wars of the twelve Cesars 
30,000,C<K) in all ; the wars of the Roman Empire, of the Saracens and the 
Turks, 60,000,000 each : the wars of the Tartars, 80,<)00,000; tho^^« of Africa, 
100,000,000 ; during the whole history of war, no less, according to Dr, 
Dick, than 14,000,000,000, or, according to Burke, 35,000,000,000 !■ 

How TO r.ET aij> op War.— Persuade nations to settle their diflBculties as 
i'lidividuals do '.heirs — by aj^reement between theirvsdves, by reference and um- 
pires %iiitv,allij chosen, by a Ccm-gresi of Natum$, a tribunal for them, akin '.o 
our codes and courts of law for individuals in society. Let them do either 
of these things, and there will be no more occasion or pretext for war.
